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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3 and 5-9 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on June 22, 2009 has been acknowledged and has been 
entered into the instant application file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement filed on June 22, 2009 has been 
considered by the Examiner. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claims 3 and 4 were previously objected to for containing elected and non- 
elected subject matter. 

The Applicant has asked the Examiner to expand the search to encompass the 
entire scope of amended claim 3. The search cannot be expanded to encompass the 
entire scope of claim 3. Firstly, the claim contains subject matter from non-elected 
Group III. Secondly, the A1 group needs to be defined in order to define the core 
structure and to facilitate the search being done which does not run to completion when 
it is open as the Applicant asks for. Therefore, the search will not be expanded and the 
objection is maintained for claim 3. As claim 4 has been cancelled, the objection is 
withdrawn for claim 4. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "wherein A1 and X3 represent the same meaning as 
described above". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim 
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because claim 3 is an independent claim and it is not directed to refer to any other 
particular source (claim, specification, drawings) for the definition of A1 and X3. 

The Applicant has made an appropriate correction and the rejection is withdrawn. 
Claim Objections 

Claims 3, 8, and 9 are objected to for containing elected and non-elected subject 
matter. The elected subject matter has been identified previously. 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: the term OR in line 
3, page 5 of the claims should be lower case and the claim is two sentences instead of 
one sentence. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 contains the limitation "substituents may be carried on the benzene ring, 
and the substituents may be connected mutually to form a ring." It cannot be 
determined by the Examiner as to which benzene ring that claim is describing, nor is 
there any definition for "carried" in the specification. Therefore, the metes and bounds 
of the claim cannot be determined and the claim is indefinite. As claims 8 and 9 are 
dependent off of claim 3, those claims are rejected as well. 

Conclusion 
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Claims 3, 8, and 9 are rejected.
